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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, filed 5 August 2005, has been fully considered. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following 
rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete 
set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 1-17 are currently pending. Claiml8 has been withdrawn. Applicant is reminded 
that a complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or 
other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Abstract 

The Abstract submitted 5 August 2005 has been considered. 
Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: In the preamble, 
"generating in vivo absorption profile" should read "generating an in vivo absorption profile". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: In step (i), "one or said test 
samples" should read "one of said test samples". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: In step [a.], there is a space 
between the "a" and "s" in "as" after the word "comprises". Correction is requested. 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: In step (ii) 5 "one or mores" 
should read "one or more". Correction is requested. 
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Specification 

The use of the trademarks STELLA® and Kinetica™ at page 46 has been noted in this 
application. It should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1 and 5 recite "a method of screening a compound library". However, the final 
step is one of generating a secondary compound library. The relationship between the first series 
of steps and the last step of "generating" is unclear. What does the primary library screening 
have to do with the secondary library? What particulars about the primary library are used to 
generate the secondary library, for instance? Until this relationship is defined, the claims are 
considered indefinite. 
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Claims 1 and 5 recite "absorption profiles that are above or equivalent to the desired in 
vivo absorption profile". The metes and bounds of "above" are unclear. Is there a certain value 
that defines "above"? Clarification is requested. 

Conclusion 

The outstanding rejections under 35 USC 1 12-2 nd paragraph have been withdrawn in 
view of the amendments to the claims. 

The outstanding rejections under 35 USC 1 12- 1 st paragraph have been withdrawn in view 
of Applicants arguments. 

The outstanding rejections under 35 USC 102(a) over Wessel et al. have been withdrawn 
in view of Applicants arguments. Specifically, Wessel et al. do not teach library screening and 
in vivo absorption profile generation. 

No claims are allowed.
